yed in Rice Mills , Flour Mills and Dhall Mills in the State as specified in 
the schedule below are hereby published for the information of persons likely 
to be affected thereby as required by clause (b ) of sub -section (1) of section 
5 of the said Act. 


Notice is hereby given that the proposal will be taken up for consideration 
on or after 30-6-1981 and that any representation that may be received from 
any person with respect of the said proposal on or before the above date 
will be considered by the Government. All representations shall be addressed 
to the Special Secretary to Government, Labour ( E ) Department, Govern 
ment Secretariat, Trivandrum - 1 .

DEARNESS ALLOWANCE 


The Dearness Allowance shall be calculated on the basis of the Con 
sumer Price Index Numbers of each District headquarters in the case of 
Travancore -Cochin area. For Malabar area the Consumer Price Index 
Numbers of Calicut should be the basis for the Dearness Allowance calcula 
tion . The variable Dearness Allowance shall be calculated at the end of 
every month on the basis of the latest available Consumer Price Index 
Numbers published by the Bureau of Economics and Statistics, Govern 
ment of Kerala . 


The daily rated workers shall be eligible for variable Dearness Allow 
ance at the rate of six paise for the increase of every one point above 
100 points in the New Series.

The monthly -rated workers shall be eligible for variable Dearness 
Allowance at the rate of Rupee one and paise fifty six only for the increase 
of every one point above 100 points in the New Series. 

The piece -rated workers shall be paid variable Dearness Allowance at 
the above rates. 


In the case of employees of any establishment who are at present getting 
higher wages and Dearness Allowance than the minimum wages fixed as 
per this notification , they shall continue to enjoy such higher rates.

BILL 


to amend the Kerala State Housing Board Act, 1971 . 

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Kerala State 
Housing Board Act, 1971, for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty- second Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 


1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be called 
the Kerala State Housing Board (Amendment) Act, 1981. 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of section 50 .-- In section 50 of the Kerala State 
Housing Board Act, 1971 ( 19 of 1971) (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act ), in sub- section ( 2 ) , for clause ( a ), the following clause 
shall be substituted , nameiy : 

" ( a ) cause the said notice to be published in the Gazette er 
in two leading daily newspapers having wide circulation in the locality 
in which the area comprised in the scheme is situate, specifying the 
period upto which the objections will be received ; and " . 

3. Amendment of section 52.- In section 52 of the principal Act, 
in sub- section ( 1) , for the words " first published " , the word 
" published " shall be substituted . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


According to sub - section ( 2 ) of section 50 of the Kerala State 
Housing Board Act, 1971, a notice regarding any housing or improve 
ment scheme framed by the Kerala State Housing Board shall be 
caused to be published weekly for three consecutive weeks in the 
Gazette, and in two leading daily newspapers in the State, specifying 
the period upto which the objections will be received. The require 
ment that the notice shall be published weekly for three consecutive 
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weeks in the Gazette causes unnecessary delay in the finalisation 
of the schemes taken up by the Board . It is , therefore , proposed 
to amend sub -section (2 ) of section 50 of the Kerala State Housing 
Board Act, 1971, to provide that the publication of the notice shall 
be in the Gazette or in two leading daily newspapers having wide 
circulation in the locality in which the area comprised in the scheme 
is situate , specifying the period upto which the objections will be 
received . 

2. The Bill is intended to achieve the above object.
